Sir, — Being on tlio cvo of leaving tho 
Province for some mouths, I deem it ad- 
visable to supplement my reports of last 
summer by a short summing, up,. of tho 
Boason's work in Oariboo with reference 
to tho dovclopinont of quartz: 

Tho Cariboo (Juartz Alining Company 
have crushed forty ouo tons of o.vo taken 
from the Sted man ledgo with an average 
result of §18 to the ton. This oro was 
taken from a cut iu tho creek, having a 
vertical depth of IS faot, and tlio appear- 
ance of tho rock iu the bottom of the cut 
is richer than that where it waseomnionc- 
ed. 

Tho same coiupuuy'.s tunuol on thoBon- 
onza lodge has been rnu iu for tho dis- 
tance of IGO feet; at lln' ili.stanco of 133 
feet the lode was intersected auil run 
"throagb; its width at this point being 22 
feeVand its depth from tho surface 52 feet. 
Tho assays from this rook averaged $j33 
per ton. I m iy add that 8 assays were 
made and tho averago result takou from 
all. On the surlaoe, this rock only aver- 
ages 814 to the ton, the iufereneo being 
that the oro inoroiiaes in riclinoas at tho 
lower level. 3,000 feet beyond, I visited 
the Victoria shaft and found tbo s uue 
lode at n vital depth of '!5I) four l)elow tlio 
.surface whero tho rod; \va i taken which 
avaragod S^H to tho ton. .Vt this point, 
tbe assays ranged from §24 to S3U per 
ton, aud tho ledgo at .this depth hss a 
width of 30 feet. ' 

:Wprk has been- done on the Foster 
, ledge, Ohisholm Creek; a shaft has been 
sunk to tho depth of 33 feet, and the indi- 
cations are so favorable that tho company 
are preparing to run a tunnel. 

Many other coinpauies are prospecting 
for quartz in C.u ii)oo, bnt I am not in a 
position to roport ou them. ,^ 

I may state, in couolnsion, tbat I have 
^^formed a favorable opinion of tbe Stod- 
i..^tnan and Bonanza ledges — the only tnro 
which, sn far, have been really tested.

\ The Fislieries. 

A meeting took place at the Colonial 
Hotel on Monday last of all those con- 
cerned in fisheries and canneries on the 
Fraser. A. C. Anderson. Esq., tho prodont 
Fishery Commissioner, wiis ealled to tho 
chair. Tho chiel bubjeet of discussion 
•was a hatching establishment, which, it 
•was decided, should bo erected on tho 
Fraser river, at such a place as a com- 
petent person, to bo appointed as super- 
visor here, sliould select. The estimated 
cost of such an establishment was set 
down at 320,001), wliieh tho meeting would 
ask from tho Dominion Government; bnt 
in order to cover expenses of maintenance 
and repay tiie above sum to the Federal 
Treasury, it was [)roposed that a sum of 
about §7,500 sbouM be raised annually; 
this sum would, after paying the current 
expenses, leave a margin for a sinking 
fund, to bj raisi d as follows: — For 
avery boat engaged iu fishing, S20 per 
annom of license, also a rate of 8 cents on 
every case of canned salmon put up, and 
25 cents on every barrel of s.ilted salmon. 
The foregoing siiggestionH wore adopted 
unanimously, and .\lr. Andi-iaon was re- 
quested to forward tho views of the meet 
ing to tho projior quarter, and tliih ho 
promised to do with his own recommen- 
dations. The thanks of the meeting were 
tendered to him, and the sBsemblage ud- 
journedi — Quardian.

not tell him to pnt the watch and chain iu 
his pocket. 

Tho prisoner thou askod that tbo case 
might bo adjourned for two days iu order 
that the police might search tho wouiun, 
her cabin and any near and dear friends 
of hers. He asked this as a favor and 
moan while ho would go and wait jjatieut- 
\y in tho gaol. 

A. B. Stronacli being sworn, said that 
ho saw tho prisoner in his -(slaeo about 0:30 
p.m. ho had a drink nu<l handed tho watoh 
and chain i^rodueed over tho bar and ask- 
od him to loan Sj5 on it till morning; did 
not advauoo any money ou it; kept the 
watch and chain and when Miller oameiu 
shortly afterwards showed it to him, and 
told him where he got it; Miller then ask- 
ed witness if ho know auything about his 
money? Gannon was in tho house; call- 
od him up and Miller told him if lio would 
give up tho money it would not uiakoaiiy 
difference oven though bj had spent two 
or three dollars; Gannon then Ayanted to 
be searched; witness put his hand in his 
right hand pocket and found GO cents, 
dill not know what took jjlaco in tho bar- 
room during tuo afternoon as he witness 
weut out whaa ^Miller aiiii tho i\Iajor — 

Tho i)risoner — That is not, my name, sir, 
it is only a name given mo by some ficti- 
tious fool here. My name is Daniel Gan- 
non. 

The witness then said be afterwards 
saw Daniol Gannon come in with aomo

Saw Miller gi re the prisoner some money 
to go and get something to oat; did not 
nee that Miller had a piirso; whou the 
prisoner took tho watch sheasked him wliy 
he took it aud hu told tier it was his 
watch; told Miller when he awoko that 
Gannon had taken the watch; Miller gave 
her $2 50; took the money out of his poc- 
ket; did not see a pursei 

Tho ca?o was then remanded for two 
days. 

Jim, a Fort Enpert Indian, charged 
with disturbing the peace. 

Ah Sam said that ou Tuesday last he 
went into Tai Cheng's to buy soma things 
when tho IndiitD oanie up and askod hjm 
for some money; witness told him tie had 
none; the Indian then struck him knock- 
him down and kicked him. 

Tlie Court then sentenced the prisoner 
to a fine of §20 or in default two oionths' 
iuipri-'inmont, §2 50 to go to the inter- 
protwr if paid. 

Ah Lum, a Ohinaman, on remand from 
the 18th December, senteiiced to 3 days' 
imprisonment. 

Tom, a Flathead Indian, charged with

In tbo afternoon a largo 
number of visitors, a»iong whom wo no- 
ticed Mr. Olemitson, deputy Superinten- 
dent of Education; Dr. Tolmie, M. P. P., 
Hon. Mr. Smitho, M. P. P., Messrs. 
Newbury, McMilhiu, Kayo, Sutton, 
and MuLaughlin, Mrs. Anderson, Mr.s. 
Kent, Mrs. Harrison, Mrs. Jossop, Alias 
Scott, Mias Eedferu, Miss Eichardsou, 
Mrs, Hayward, Mr. and Mrs. Carmichael, 
Mr. and Mrs. O. Todd, Mr. and Mrs. T. 
Eussell, Mr. and Mrs. McKenzio, who 
woro assembled to hear tho final result of 
tho examinations and the reading of tho 
two papers. Hyacinth and XewMra Hour, 
tho former edited by Miss Alice Russell 
and Miss Mary Anderson, and written by 
Miss Emily Gardiner, was very well read 
by Miss Agnes Cameron. It contained a 
large amount of very interesting reading 
matter and was a great credit to both edi- 
tors nud writer.

He 
pointed out that it entirely depended ou 
thoinsflves, for mon'\y will notgiveaman 
wisdom nor can a kiug (though ho can 
bestonr rank) give a man either knowledge 
or houoaty, ns a world-renowned poet hud 
written years ago. At tho commencement 
of his speech Dr. Tolmio excused himself 
for not Having vi.-iitod tho school ofteuor, 
on tho grounds of tho wretidied state of 
the approached to tho sohool and being 
unable to drive iu and tie up his horses 
he WHS obliged to leave them outside at 
the moroy of wayfarers. 

Mr. Thomas EussoU made a few re- 
marks on tho Hiiinbor of scholars present 
whioh he considereil very encouiaging to 
the city. IL; regret t»al that business had 
previMitod liis being lliore to li'iar the ox- 
aminution iu tho morning, but jud.ging 
from tlio averago of marks he was most 
favorably impressed with tbo proficiency 
of tho Scholars. 

Mr. E. Phelps addres-ed tlin pupil.i, ex- 
horting them to persoverauce aud, ospo- 
oially, obedience. 

Wr. Pope then thanked t!io visitors for 
coming and made a few remarks ou the 
general work of the term, daring which 
he stated that the number of pupils in the 
High School was 52 and tho aver;igo ot- 
tundanco during tho term had never been 
lower thau 47. lie ocjiudnded by wishing 
all a merry Christmas aud a happy new 
year, 

Tbo exercires closed with the pupils

M. Niciioison, Tlio meeting was -Called 
for the pnrp(<3a of sauctiouiug the intro- 
duction of a private Bill, in tho next ses- 
sion o( the Local Lagislature, with the 
object of placing the entire scheme on a 
proper basis; the Bill would include the 
Sumas and Ghilliwhaok. On motion the 
I)liin of procedure wa? unanim-jusly 
adopted. It WHS moved by Mr. A. Haw- 
kinu, seconded by Mr. J. D. Evans, that 
tho luimos of gentlemen representing tho 
Matsqui, should bo associated with tbat 
of Mr. Dorby on the Bili; carried.

Property in Victoria. 

Mr. Berry, tbo now Chief Secrotary 
in Victoria, has introduced his bill for 
imposing exceptioual taxation ou tho 
proprietors of large landed estates- in 
tbat colony. Tho bill, as it afc present 
stands, differs very little from that 
wbiob bo brought in two years ngo, 
and, much to the annoyauco of his 
more violent supporters, the system of 
"cumulative" taxation in proportiou to 
the size of tbo holding has baen aban- 
doned. This plan -was advocated prior 
to the olecliona ns the only means of 
speedily breaking up tbo largo pro- 
perties. The taxation will, uevertho- 
iess, fall heavily enough on the. 1,500 
or 5,000 people who are the owners of 
large estates, and when added to tho 
onerous local burdens will probably, if 
the bill is carried, have tbo effect do 
sired by Mr. Ben y of throwing a good 
deal of moderate land into the market. 
Tho various holdings are divided into 
four classes, nt £4, £3, £2, and £1 an 
acre, and all holders of land of n higher 
capital value thau £2,500 aro to pay'l '; 
per cent, upon that capital value. In this 
way of course tho bost laud in tho colony 
gets off with a comparatively light taxa- 
tion, but land which is really worth tho 
price at which it is rated and no more 
will suffer a high taxation indeed'. Recent 
purehasors iu particular will feel this 
fiovorely. Improved real estate cannot 
now bo purchased in Victoria to jiay inoro 
than 5% to C jJor cent., if so much. Any 
one, therefore, who has lately paid a con- 
siderable sum for moderate land will find 
that, as Sir James M'Onllooh calculates, 
he will be mulcted at the rate of from 13 
to 10 per cent, on bis income. That there 
should be some exemptions is not unreas- 
onable, and there is at any rate a preee- 
dent for them iu which the income-tax is 
levied at home; but it is not denied that 
in tho present instance the exemptions 
are made not for the sake of relieving the 
burden on the poor, but to increase tho 
impost on the rich. There is little like- 
lihood that tho bill will jjass tho Legisla- 
tive Assembly without some alteration, 
and at first, at any rate, tho Legislative 
Council will reject it bodily. Of tho un- 
fortunate circumstances which have pro- 
duced an ill feeling between the large 
landowners and tho people in Victoria we 
havo frequently spoken, and there can be 
little doubt that had the former been 
wiser in their genoration tho existing bit- 
terness would never have arisen. Mean- 
time it appears tbat frcotrade doctrines 
are slowly making way, aud tho free- trade 
party have by no means lost heart by 
their dofent at tho late elections. Those 
constant wrangling.s in Victoria tend, wo 
think, to draw more than tho fair share of 
public attention to that colony and some- 
times occasion bingnlar mistakes. Even 
Mr. Fawcett, in bis lecturo.at Cambridge, 
apoke of protection in Australia as if Vic 
toria repreaonted the whole continent, and 
Saturday Review the other day made Iho 
same blunder. Tho most prosperous col- 
ony in Anstnilia at this moment. New 
South Wales, has ful y adopted U en trade, 
and there ia every sign that aouth Au«- 
tralia will do the same; whilo in neither 
of ti'Oso two colonies nor in Queensland 
is there the sharp conflict between the 
democracy and the "squottocracy" that 
has at various times occasioned so great a 
ferment in Victoria.— faW Mall Oazetle.
